1 SCOPE 

This standard specifies requirements for head 
mirror used in ENT surgery for diagnostic pur- 
poses.

3 TERMINOLOGY 

3.1 Mirror Head 

The assembly of concave mirror held in plastic 
casing v^'iih head band. 

3.2 Reflecting Surface 

A layer, usually metallic applied to the mirror for 
the purpose of reflecting light. 

4 SHAPE AND DIMENSIONS 

4.1 The shape and dimensions of the head mirror 
shall be as shown in Fig. 1. 

4,1.1 Tolerances 

The following tolerances on various dimensions 
shall be allowed: 

a) ± O'l mm on dimensions up to 5*0 mm; 

b) ± 0*2 mm on dimensions above 5'0 mm and 
up to 10*0 mm;

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c) ± rO mm on dimensions above 100 mm 
and up to 500 mm; and 

d) ± 2*0 mm onlfdimensions above 50*0 mm 
and up to iOO'O mm. 

5 REQUIREMENTS 
5.1 Mirror 

5.1.1 Construction 

It shall comprise of a concave mirror with a reflec- 
ting surface conforming to iS 70il:i973. The 
mirror shall be held in a metallic casing. If any 
packing is contained within the casing, it shall be 
of non-absorbentjmaterial. 

5.1.2 Casing 

It shall be made of light metal. The formed edge of 
the casing shall be below the level of the viewing 
surface of the glass and shall be free from irregu- 
larities, sharp edges and burrs. The casing shall 
be water tight. 



5.2 All the metal parts like ball end, bolt, sheet, 
guide clamp and buckle shall be made of stainless 
steel conforming to the Designation 30Crl3 of 
IS 6603: 1972 or IS 6911 : 1972. 

5.3 All edges shall be rounded off, 

5.4 All the surfaces shall be free from imperfections 
and metal parts shall be polished bright and passi- 
vated. 

5.5 Head Band 

It shall be made of polypropylene conforming to 
IS 10951 : 1984 with stainless steel buckle and 
guide clamp for adjustments. A piece of sponge 
rubber as shown in Fig. 1. shall be affixed to the 
head band. 

6 MARKING 

The instrument shall be marked with the indication 
of the source of manufacture and country of 
manufacture. 



5.1.3 Focal length 

The focal length of the mirrorTshall be 250 mm. 
The measurment snail be done with a sphero- 
meter conforming to IS 8916 : 1978.

The mirror shall be put in polyethylene bags and 
suitably packed to avoid damage during transit and 
storage. Alternatively, it may be packed as agreed 
to between the purchaser and the supplier.
